An important decision of the State 


Superintendent, in relation to the elec- 
tion of school district ollicers, appears in 
the September number of the \Visconsin 
Journal of Education. It will doubtless 
attract attention in many places, as it is 
the lirst ollicial decision on the main 
question involved, ever rendered in the 
State. It seems that at the annual meet- 
ing held, July 12th, 1880, in the district 
at, the village of Xeilsville, Clark county, 
a treasurer was voted tor by the electors 
present. 
After an informal ballot, aud 


pending the lirst formal ballot, inquiry 
was made whether a plurality or major- 
ity would elect. It was shown that the 
State Superintendent, two years before, 
in deciding an appeal from the same dis- 
trict as to the election of director, ex- 
pressed an opinion favorable to the rule 
of 
plurality; 
but 
it 
was 


claimed on the other hand that he soon 
after adopted a diH'erent opinion, and 
has since held to the rule of a majority. 
The question was not determined; the 
ballot gave fifteen votes for James O'Neil, 
fourteen for Geo. L. Lloyd, and one for 
J. B. Jones. 
"No second ballot was taken 


and the chairman declared that James 
O'Neil, having a plurality of votes, was 
elected. 
No appeal was taken at the 


time from the decision, but soon after an 
appeal was made' in due form to the State 
Superintendent. Both sides presented 
full testimony and able pleas. The State 
Superintendent decides that in this case, 
no election was reached, and that the 
ruling and decision of the chairman are 
unauthorized and cannot lie sustained. 
He declares that the action taken by the 
meeting in the 
matter 
of 
electing 


a treasurer to have been insullicient and 
void of legal result, and the 
oflico of 


treasurer in said district, to be vacant. 
The grounds ol' this decision are as fol- 
lows: 


1. The cons till i lion of the State and the. 


Revised Statutes do not prescribe the 
method of choosing school district olli- 
cers. The election may be viva voce, by 
calling the yeas and nays, by rising vote 
and count or by ballot, it is obvious tlmt 
in using any of the methods except the 
last no choice is eU'ected until some one 
nominated, receives a majority of all the 
votes. 


2. When a district chooses by ballot, 


what constitutes a choice? It is held 
that the rule given in section seventy- 
five (.if the Revised Statutes applies to 
ordinary general elections, and, not to 
the choice-of ofliecrs at a school district 
meeting. The latter takes place under 
entirely 
different 
circumstances. 
The 


electors come together, at one place, as a 
iti'tilifritt/ri- limij/. to pass upon such mat- 
ters 
as 
may 
legally 
come 


before them, and are left, to vote upon 
these matters in any ordinary way they 
please, except, 
when 
voting to loan 


money, and then the vote must be taken 
by ballot. The rules of other deliberate 
bodies, as far as they arc applicable, gov- 
ern tho action of the district meeting. 
The opinion of Judge MoCrary, given in 
his work on the American Law of Elec- 
tions, is cited, viz.: " It is a fniuliiiiiviitnl 
idea 
with us that the unjurHy 
xJirdi 


i'ii/<'," in popular elections. 
The rule of 


choice by plurality in a district meeting 
is a restriction which is absurd, because 
entirely unnecessary, and in contraven- 
tion of the principle that the, majority 
shall govern in all cases where a majority 
can lie reached. 


3. The decision of the chairman of a 


deliberative assembly, as to the result of 
an 
election, can have 
no possible 


efl'ect 
in 
determining 
that 
re- 


sult. 
If 
the 
person

the votes, the declaration of the Chair- 
man does not make a person an officer 
iiij'iiflu or tli'jiu-t:
